jection will be raised, pndér foods and 
drugs act to the use of food containing 
benzoate of soda, provided that each 
container or package of such food 
igs plainly labelled to show the pres- 
efice and amount of benzoate of soda.” 
Several state laws, however. forbid its 
employment in foods.”

New Invention Which Will Use Wind 
to th.
